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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Norvell (US 
5444898, figures 1 and 2) is the closest art of record and teaches a water repellant slide fastener 
with the fastening elements attached to the edges 23, 23' of the fastener tapes 27, 27'. A portion 
of the fastener tape is folded over so that the far edge of tape 27 distal the fastening elements 
crosses over the center line between the fastening elements. The difference is the claim requires 
in combination "that the first and second zipper tapes are secured to the fastening elements 
asymmetrically relative to each other ... has the fastening elements secured to the point, from 
which the extension commences" (lines 4-12). This asymmetric construction, which is claimed, 
with the fastening elements secured to the point, from which the extension commences is very 
different in construction and function from that of Norvell in that the fastening elements of the 
fastener tape 27 of Norvell is placed symmetrically at the edge in the same manner as that other 
fastener tape 27' and not secured to the point from which the extension commences. There is no 
art of record to suggest modifying the fastener of Norvell to have the structure of the identified 
limitation.
